The hearing of the appeal in the case of 
Mrs. Margaret Houlihan, of Knocklafalla, 
Rathgormack, Carrick-on-Suir, against the 
Waterford County Council, was concluded. 

The appeal was brought on behalf of Mra. 
Houlihan from an order of the Circuit Court 
Judge at Waterford refusing her application 
for compensation for the death of her 
husband, John Houlihan, who had been em- 
ployed by the Waterford County Council to 
clear and repair roads, and who died on 
24th December last, following injuries 
suffered when, it was stated. he was cycling 
to a-grove for shelter from the rain on 14th 
December, and apparently lost control of 
his machine on a steep hill, and crashed. 

‘The Chief Justice said that the Court were 
in a great difficulty, owing to the lack of 
findings of fact by the Cirewt Court Judge, 
and they would remit the case to the Circuit 
Court Judge for the purpose of finding 
whether there was a temporary intermission 
in the work of the gang of which John 
Houlihan was a member, or whether the men 
had broken off work for the day when they 
went for shelter; whether the bicycle that 
Houlihan used was defective, and, if so, in 
what respect; and whether Houlihan used 
the bicycle in a defective condition to take 
shelter.

HERDS 


HIGH STANDARD ATTAINED 


Importance of Grading 
Pion as. has been made in every direc 


tion as a result of the regular inspec- 

tion of all cows in County Dublin dairy 
herds by inspectors of the Veterinary Depart- 
ment, Dublin Board of Health. Mr. John A. 
Flynn, Chief Veterinary Officer, in his report 
for 1935 states that the uniformity in outlook, 
which is now a prominent feature of the ser- 
vice, has given satisfaction to all concerned. 
and has enabled standards to be raised all 
round, 

Premises registered in connection with milk 
supplies totallel 547 cowkeepers and pur- 
veyors, and 44 purveyors only, showing in- 
creases of 22 and 8, respectively, compared 
with 1934. The cow population was approxi- 
mately 8,189, against 8,478 in 1954. ‘The re- 


port goes on:—

Improved Premises 


“There has been a notable advance in 
regard to improvements in premises and 
equipment. The old seamed pail and other 
objectionable pails have been abolished and 
replaced by the seamless type, and in many 
piaces the hooded or side-aperture pail 1s 
now in use. Strainer cloths: have been re- 
placed by pad strainers. Churns and milk- 
cans of the most modern types are coming 
into Milk-coolers have been 
in many premises where there is an adequate 
water supply. 

“The value of cooling milk does not seem 
to be fully realised yet, and the fault 1s 
not altogether the dairyman’s,- as the . public 
in many cases still erroneously demand milk 
delivered ‘hot’ as a guarantee of its fresh- 
ness, 

‘* Equipment has been provided on several 
farms for sterilising milking utensils, bottles, 
etc. The initial cost of such equipment is 
high, and commends itself chiefly to the 
large producer. 


Control of Milk Bottles 


“ Bottles should be sterilised. 
hottles are ‘potential vehicles for infectious 
iliseases. and it is unwise to overlook the 
fact that the dirty bottles may be used. to an 
extent involving serious risk to public health. 
This Denartment has been mindful of the 
position and has followed up carefully ever 
which the use of dirty and wn- 
sterilised hottles has been alleged or sus- 
pected. To deal satisfactorily with the 
problem, regulations providing for the control 
of milk. bottles and the installation ol 
sterilising rlant would appear to be essential.

Official Milk Grades Wanted 


tí 


Tuberculin-tested herds in the County 
Dublin owe their origin to a hmited demand 
for tubercle-free milk. From a smal] start 
the movement gradually spread, and in the 
year under review there were 43 tuberculin- 
tested herds in the county. This shows au 
increase of six herds as compared with 1934, 
and the fact that some progress has been made 
is encouraging. The chief barrier to progress 
is the absence of legalised grading, which is 
long overdue. The Milk and Dairies Act, 1935, 
provided the machinery for grading, but no 
Order has yet been made. thereunder. In 
the. absence of protective legislation, the 
unscrupulous trader ‘may use any designation 
he desires to describe the milk purveyed Py 
him. The reaction on the genuine producer 
is obvious, and the public have no guarantee 
of the genuineness of the article purchased, 
and have no legal redress. 

The premises of 25 .T. producers are 
equipped with steam plant for ateriljsing 
everything coming into contact with the 
milk, and in addition are provided with cool- 
ing and bottling plant. ‘This is an increase 
of five over 1934 in the premises so equipped. 
The majority of these producers milk their 
own cows by means of milking machines, and 
two premises are equipped with — milk- 
ing sheds provided with the. self-recording 
type of milker, which weighs the milk and 
conveys it from the container direct to the 
dairy, thereby reducing the risk of contamina- 
tion to a minimum. Another important fea- 
ture in the equipment of these premises is 
the installation of a water asec s enabling 
the washing and cleansing of the quarters and 
udders of the cows in the byres. 


Pocr Demand for T.T. Milk 


“The public demand for the high- 
grade milk is not at all what it 
should be. A. large supply of such 


milk is available in Counvy Dublin and 
the neighbouring counties at a reasonable 
price, but, unfortunately, owing to lack of 
support some of our producers have . ceased 
tuberculin testing until conditions improve, 
Our public institutions, particularly 
charged with the care of young children, 
should set a headline by insisting on their 
contractors supplying only tuberculin-tested 
milk of a definrte standard of cleanliness. The 
tendency towards wholesale pasteurisation of 
milk supplies with little regard for the condi- 
tions under which milk is produced is not sound. 
Pasteurisatron can never replace clean methods 
of production, and unless the process is carried 
out under strict supervision it is questionable 
whether many of the pathogenic organisms to 
be found in milk are destroyed. Live tubercle 
bacilli have been found in so-called pasteurised 
milk, and this fact alone should convince even 
the most sceptical that control of pasteurisa- 
tron is necessary. Tuberculin-testing coim. 
bined with regular meticulous clinical exami. 
nation of milch cows should provide a safe 
wholesome milk supply.”

Also it is 
uot advisable to make up more of the mix- 
ture than is hkely to be used in any one day, 
as it tends to lose its efficiency if allowed to

Burgundy mixture, which is a bright light | 


blue in colour, contains a very fine pre¢ipitate 

a copper compound formed through the 
washing soda decomposimg the sulphate of 
copper. This fine precipitate, when sprayed 
under adequate pressure, clings to the foliage 
and makes it impossible for the potato blight 
fungus to attack and spread. 

Therefore, as will easily be seen. three 
points should be watcned carefully during 
inixing and spraying.

This washing soda, known as I.M.I. washing 
soda crystals, is the very highest quality, 
guaranteed of 98/99 per cent, purity, and 
when buying it farmers may rest assured 
that they are laying out their money to the 
best advantage. : 

The nozzle of the spray should be moved 
along the plants at right angles to the rows 
and should be pointed so as to spray the 
solution upwards against the under-side of 
the leaves, which are most prone to attack. 


When to Spray 


The times for spraying, also the number 
of sprayings required, vary greatly with lecal 
conditions; therefore. it is impossible to set 
any definite rules. However, the following 
notes may serve as a guide. 

For the South and Weat of Ireland, in 
normal weather, the middle of June was 
found to be the best time for the first spray- 
mg. If the weather is damp and mu gy. an 
earlier start should be made. It is advisable 
to spray in dry weather, but not hot weather 

For the first spraying, approximately 120 
gallons of Burgundy mixture will be sufficient 
tor an acre of average crop. For the second 
and third spraying, which should follow at 
intervals of about three weeks, a slightly 
larger quantity is advisable, say, 160 allons 
per acre. Again, depending upon conditions 
even further sprayings are sometimes more 
than repaid. For seed potatoes it has often 
been found beneficial to spray as many as 
six times, :

Literature and the Sea 


“lo not desert the sea for your books,”’ 
was ine warning of Conrad to his friend, 
Commoulore David Bone, the Master of 
the Transylvania, when Captain Bone, 
encouraged by the success of his book.

Never Complain or Explain 


This is the advice which the famous 
society leader, Lady Mandl, better known 
as Elsie de Wolfe, would give to the 
woman who wishes to reach that position 
in the social world which she. has won. 
At the age of eighty she is still deter- 
mined to “‘keep young,” and does her 
daily dozen in the garden of her Villa 
Trianon at Versailles as regularly as when 
she was eighteen. The first woman 
decorator in the United States, she has 
built up a great concern, accumulating a 
large fortune. She conducts this business 
from Paris, where she lives the swift, 
social life, meeting the famous and dis- 
tinguished personages of every country. 
She married her first husband, who is an 
attaché of the British Embassy, at the 
age of 70. On a cushion which she carries 
with her everywhere she has inscribed her 
philosophy: ‘‘ Never Complain — Never 
Explain. Nothing ages a woman like 
worry or bad temper. Make-up is an 
art that every woman must learn for her- 
self. There is one element which must go 
into it—plenty of time.”’ 


HILDREN on holiday, especially in 

new surroundings, need to have a 
vigilant eye kept on them if they are to 
get all possible benefit from a change of 
air and freedom to run wild, and at the 
same time avoid the less pleasant conse- 
quences of having more scope for running 
risks. 

I do not recommend fussing over their 
health or imposing many restrictions on 
their freedom. Fuss makes children 
nervous, and is thoroughly bad for them; 
many restrictions make them eithe. list- 
less or impatient, and the high-spirited 
will very likely run more risks out of 
bravado. 

The wise course is to lay down a few 
rules, and see they are strictly kept. For 
the rest, you grown-ups, parents, aunts, 
uncles, governesses and nurses, must make 
it your business to deal promptly and 
quietly with any minor disasters, such 
as cuts, bites, burns and bruises.

RULES 


The rules you must make will, of course, 
depend on the kind of holiday you are 
taking. 

If you are by the sea, it is generally 
wise to forbid children to bathe alone, 
except in places where there are responsible 
attendants in charge. It is, in any case, 
the sensible thing to have them taught 
swimming as soon as possible. 

Then they should neither bathe nor 
paddle till at least an hour after any 
meal, Every swimmer knows that to 
bathe to» soon after a meal io to invite 
cramp, but even for non-swimmers the 
practice -is dangerous, as it interferes 
seriously with the process of digestion ; 
even paddling is apt to do the same. 

And fifteen minutes is q&ite long enough 
for 4 bathe. 


IN THE SUN 


“An absolutely essential rule, most um- 
portant of all for tiny children, is :— 
Always wear a shady hat in hot sun- 
shine. 

It is quite wrong to suppose, as many 
people still do, that you cannot get too 
much of the sun. Individuals vary greatly 
in the amount of exposure they can stand, 
but one thing is certain—it is thoroughly 
bad to sun-bathe till you get a headache 
or feel bilious,-or even merely listless. 

A good deal of the fractiousness cf 
small children on holiday may be traced 
to this cause. i 


CARE OF THE EYES 


Most people realise that the back of the 
neck is the spot that must be shaded to 
avoid sunstroke; not so many think of 
the necessity of shading the eyes. 

Children, as often as not, race about 
with their hats well on the back of their 
heads, getting all the direct glare of sun- 
light as well as the reflection from roads, 
sands and water. This is quite likely to 
cause éye trouble. : !

white hat-brim may cause acute discom- 
fort. The best precaution is to have tha 
brim lined underneath with green or blue. 

Another good rule which will need little 
enforcement is :— 

A drink of orange juice every morning 
as soon as you get up. 

The change of air and diet very often 
upsets. small insides at the very outset of 
a holiday. The orange juice will correct 
this, and render unnecessary the highly 
undesirable administration of laxatives for 
pains in the tummy. 


REGULARITY OF MEALS 


A very important point—which depends 
on the management of the grown-ups—is 
the regularity of meals. There should be 
no sudden changes from, say, mid-day 
dinner to dinner at night; even on pic. 
nics-a big effort should be made to have 
lunch and tea at the usual hours. 

Insect bites and stings, cuts, scratches 
and bruises are all in the day’s work; 
but whoever is in charge of children 
should be an adept at dealing with them. 

If someone spills the picnic kettle over 


himself it is unlikely that oil will be 
at hand, so remember that butter 1s 
an excellent substitute, and even cold 


cream or. vaseline will help. 
If stockings have to come off scalded 
legs, first smother them in butter, and let 


the grease soak through; and, since the 
shock of a severe burn is a really serious 


danger, the child should be taken home 


at once, warmly wrapped up, and put to 


bed. 

Once home. the mother should keep the 
burnt place moist with any of the kitchen 
oils—olive oil, salad oil,” /castor oil—for 
twenty-four hours, and the child should 
be kept warm and quiet for two or three 
days. Bandages should not be tight. 


BITE PREVENTIVES 


Midges, mosquitoes and horseflies may 
be distouraged by oil of citronella or rose- 
mary, or even a crushed orange skin 
rubbed over exposed parts. When they 
do bite, a rub of moist soap or dabbing 
with weak ammonia, hydrogen peroxide 
or vinegar will relieve the irritation con- 
siderably. 

If someone gets stung by a bee, remember 
the bee leaves its whole sting behind, and 
this should not be pulled out—for this 
squeezes the poison into the skin—but 1 
should be scraped out sidewavs with the 
edge of a clean knife or long finger-nail. 

Baking soda or ammonia is the right 
thing to apply afterwards. If the sting 
is very severe or has begun to swell, a 
bread poultice should be applied; but for 
a wasp’s sting, which is alkaline, vinegar 
or some other acid should be applied. 

A really sensible grown-up will carry 
a small first-aid tin on all expeditions. 
It should contain vaseline or oil, ammonia, 
iodine, a bandage, some lint and some 
needles, or a pair of fine tweezers for re- 
moving thorns. Remember, the neédle 
must be sterilised before use by holding 
it in the flame of a match.

“Dublin s Cement Works | 


It is somewhat peculiar that during the 
prolonged discussion about the location of 
the cement works in the Free State no 
mention was made in the Dáil of Dublin’s 
claim to have one of them. The Wexford 
works were prominent enough for a time, 
thanks to the advocacy of Deputy Corish ; 
but the South Dublin deputies might have 
reminded those who knew nothing about 
the matter that there was once a cement 
factory on the Grand Canal bank between 
Dolphin’s Barn and Inchicore. These 
works, which were located at the first lock 
of the Grand Canal, closed down about 
thirty years ago; but the shell of the 
factory is still. to be seen dominating the 
landscape in that district. It may be seen 
very distinctly from Rialto Bridge, and is 
quite close to Griffith Bridge, where the 
Grand Canal throws off its branch line to 
Ringsend and the Liffey. For a number 
of years these works manufactured cement 
for the Dublin area, employing quite a 
considerable number of men in the manu- 
facture and delivery of cement. Even when 
in full work the old place always looked

rather ruinous, and when work ceased it | 


went rapidly into decay. For.a time the 
making of bricks was carried on just 
behind the old cement factory, but that, 
too, seems to have ceased now.

A correspondent writes: An interesting 
visitor who has arrived quite unexpectedly 
in Dublin is Doctor “ Pat ' McCartan, of 
New York. Few men have had as varied 
and exciting a career as this adventurous 
Irishman, whose fresh complexion and gay 
manner call to mind the D’Artagnan of fie- 
tion. When] called at his hotel he told me 
that his party proposed visiting his native 
Tyrone for a few days next week. (até: he 
intends going to Spiddal, County Galway. for 
a month’s intensive study of Irish. ne 

Shortly after graduating as F.R.C.8.1. 
Dr. McCartan became actively interested in 
politics. and in the 1918 election was elected 
Sinn Féin T.D. for Tyrone. He wasisent by 
the Dail to Russia as Envoy Plenipotentiary 
to negotiate for recognition for Ireland at the 
Versailles Peace Conference. On his return 
to Dublin he immediately undertook a dan- 
gerous mission to the United States; in fact, 
it was necessary for him to go disguised and 


“work his passage’’ as a seaman on 
a 6 tra ay steamer. On arriving in 
Philadelphia he hecame editor of the 
Trish Press, a weekly journal of Irish 


nationalist sentiment published in that city. 

Back in Ireland, he voted pro-treaty in the 
Dail in 1922, but, except for a few news- 
paper articles and the publication of his 
book—‘‘ With De Valera in America,” he has 
not since been identified with public affairs.

HE firm of Wedgwood conducted its 
E business with great thoroughness, and 
before the Sackville street rooms were 
finally closed it was decided to explore the 
possibilities of opening up trade with other 
towns in Ireland besides Dublin, Thomas 
Byerley, one of the partners, a man of wide 
experience, who had travelled both in 
Europe and America, came over himself to 
Ireland for this purpose in the autumn of 
1807. 

Travellers in this country throughout the 
18th century, and in the years immediately 
following the Union, were all struck with 
the poverty-stricken aspect of the country 
as compared with the comfortable appearance 
of the towns. But some had the acuteness 
to perceive that although the houses and 
clothing of the peasantry were poor they 
were better off in some respects than the 
same class in England. The small holder in 
England (as a result of the confiscation of 
common lands consequent on enclosure) was 
forced to purchase his food in shops at a 
time when prices were high. The Inshman 
at the same period still had his plot, his 
pig and his cow, and plenty of milk and 


potatoes. Arthur Young noticed that 
‘‘apparent poverty’’ was greater than “‘ the 
real,” that the Irish poor were '“ robust 


and ‘‘athletic in form,” and were ready 
to work hard when it paid them to do so. 
After making a short tour through the 
country Thomas Byerley wrote to Josiah 
Wedgwood of what he had seen as follows :— 

ACCOUNT OF IRELAND 

“The whole ceuntry is extremely 
populous, but a great part of the popula- 
ticn most wretchedly poor, nothing can 
be worse than the miserable cabins they 
inhabit, nor can any people be 
filthy in their habits, yet 1t appears to 
me that no small portion of this mass 
is comparatively wealthy. It is by no 
uncommon to see very wretched 
cabins possessing a Cow, or a Goat or 
two. which is the next in point of 
service. Most of them have a 
poultry, though the same Cabin 
for the whole, children, pigs and all, a

great many of them without a window 
& most with only a peep hole, some 
without a chimney & the house filled 


with smoke, and children as plump and 


cheerful as any __ elsewhere. Some 
districts, & pretty extensive ones, the 
Counties of Kilkenny, Tipperary and 


Carlow, are evidently in a state of im- 
provement from this: wretchedness, & 
contain a very numerous & wealthy class 
of farmers. the worst are in the neigh- 
hourhood of the bogs & mountains, where 
the peasantry have small portions given 
them of land to improve on hard condi- 
ions, not enough to employ them fully 
or to maintain their families, yet they 
keep a horse & car, poultry for 
the eggs which. being the universal 
article at breakfast, have a 
consumption, — they seem to want 
then only manufactories to employ their 
superabundant population, at present they 
are like the idle vagabonds about the 
commons of Mare with cottages—It 1s 
very pitiful to see a poor woman with-

out Shoes or Stockings walking 3 or 4 
miles to market with a small bag of 
potatoes to procure such little neces- 


saries as they must have, all their bur- 
thens are however concealed under long 
warm comfortable cloaks—I have watched 
them depositing their loads in the markets 
with no little interest—Every cabin has 


a potato garden & some the luxury of a 
a few heads of cabbages, but potatoes 
are the chief of every meal—In the three 
counties I have mentioned above it is 
rarer to see a woman without Shoes and 
Stockings, after a certain age. 

Amidst all this penury one is surprised 
to see every county richly studded with 
gentlemen’s seats, t think quite as much 
so as in England, and, in general the de- 
mesnes are beautiful and extensive—The 
division into parties is the bane of the 
country—Almost every village on a Sun- 
day is fill’d like a fair with peasantry 
decently .dress’d come to Mass The 
Catholic families and priests might do 
much to promote civilisation & the com- 
fort of the poor, but the Church of Eng- 
land has no influence—The churches 
are almost everywhere in ruins; in a 
few places in the country but chiefly at 
no great distance from large towns, 4 
few new churches are built, but I am 
told the congregations are very slender. 
An universal dissatisfaction seems to pre- 
vail about the Union.

_ PASSENGER BARGES 


To the Shannon in one long day from 
4 in the morning to 10 at night daily, 
in covered barges like the Duke’s from 
Manchester to Runcorn, carrying about 
40 passengers, under the most excellent 
regulations for the ease and comfort, of 
the traveller, being superintended strictly 
by the directors of the canal. It passes 
thro’ immense bogs which supply Dublin 
with peat for firing and in the neighhour- 
hood of Quarries with the best stone for 
paving and building—The distance to the 
Shannon is 63 Irish miles equal to 80 
English nearly. 

I left Dublin at 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon to go 20 Irish miles to Robertstown, 
and at 5 o’clock we had a good Ordinary 
serv'd up im the principal cabin to about 
20 persons, many of them of distinguish'd 
rank in the country—No one allowed 
more than a pint of wine with cyder 
heer etc—All prices regulated by the 
Directors, very moderate and compre- 
hending all manner of gratuities to ser- 
vants, who therefore cannot ask any- 
thing—It is the same at the hotel at 
Robertstown which belongs to the Direc- 
tors. You may eat or drink or not as 
you please, von have an excellent bed, 
perfectly clean and well aired, shects 
the same and most obliging servants who 
practice no distinction but between lst 
and 2nd Cabin passengers, the latter may 
not always be of the most decent order 
but due precaution is taken to prevent 
their giving offence to the Ist cabin. 

I have never secn anything so well con- 
ducted, nor any inn so comfortable. We 
arrived at 9 in the evening, they are as 
regular in time of departure and arrival

Next morning we set out at 4, and

RECOMMENDATION

Agreement on the principle that property 
rights in news should be the subject of 
legal protection against unfair competi- 
tion has been reached by a committee of 
the International Chamber of Commerce, 
under the chairmanship of Sir Kenneth 
Lee. 

The committee recommends that the best 
way to achieve its object is to amend 
Article 10 (2) of the International Con- 
vention for the Protection of Industrial 
Property by prohibiting as an act of 
unfair competition the publication within 
an agreed time of Press news obtained 
otherwise than by regular and unobjection- 
able means. i 

The decision follows an inquiry con- 
ducted in the United States and in eleven 
countries in Europe. 

Another important resolution emphasises 
that effective protection of rights arising 
from an indication of origin is essential 
for the development of trade and good 
international relations, and urges the 
complete protection of geographical indica- 
tions of origin.

IMPORTED WHEAT 


Moving an amendment seeking to reduce 
the duty cn imported wheat, Mr. MULCAHY 
said that Section 19 of the Finance Act of 
1935 imposed a ‘iuty of 6d. per ewt. on wheat 
imported into the Free State. That was one 
of the ways of keeping up the price of flour 
and hread, but the simpler and easier way 
for the Government to indicate that thev 
realised the increase in the price of bread 
was to remove the import duty on wheat. 
There was very iittle excuse for the Minister 
tolerating an increase of 1}d. in the cost of 
the 41b. loaf. 


Mr. D. MORRISSEY said that there was | 


no justification for the tax, which was the 
wort unjust of all the duties imposed last 
vear, During the last few years very large 
profits had been made by the millers. 

Mr. FitzGERALD-KENNEY (U.I.P.. 
Mayo) said that the combination of falling 
Wages and increasing cost of living, due. to 
the policy of the Government, was going to 
lead to an underfed population. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the cost of living 
was lower than it was in 1931. The remis 
sion of the duty would not affect the cost 
of bread in the slightest. The duty brought 
in £150,000, and was of a character that it 
would not influence the cost of living in any 
respect. But it had the particular effect of 
ensuring home-grown wheat, and providing 
for the farmers. a new cash crop that could 
be sold with a certainty of realising a re- 
munerative price. 


Mr. D. MORRISSEY said that £150,000 
was involved.

Mr. FirzGERALD-KENNEY asked if it 
was fair, just or right, when agricultural 
wages were being dmven down, to tax the 
necessaries of life to those people.

Mr. MULCAHY said that as fram June the 
price of the 4lb. loaf was reduced to 7id. in 
London, while in this country it was 10d.

LINOLEUM 
Mr. MULCAHY moved to remove the duty

CEMENT 


Moving the deletion of the section em 
powering the imposition of a duty of 5s. per 
ton on cement, Mr. MULCAHY said that he

would like to get some light on the great 
mystery of cement, the price of which hat 
advanced from A8a, to 44s, per ton between 
November and February last in the 
City of Dublin. He understood that 
it had gene up by 45s. throughout 
the country. Now he learned that a further 
increase of 8s, 6d. per ton on British cement, 
and of an unknown amount on continental 
cement, was about to take place, and the 
price would soon be increased by 14s. 6d. 


per ton. | 
Mr. LEMASS said that the whole situation 
was abnormal! at present, so far as cement was 


concerned. Strike trouble at Antwerp 
affected the supplies from the Continent, while 
there seemed to be a famine in cement in 
England. There were two objections to the 
removal of the section. The first arose out of 
the fact that when the Act was passed the 
price of cement in this country was lower 
than in any European country, owing to the 
fact that the market all over Europe was 
controlled by cartels, while the Irish market 
was free. 


QUESTION OF PRICE 


Consequently the price here was much 
lower than that at; which production on an 
economic basis in the Free State could be 
undertaken, and they proposed ta step up the 
price to an economic level, Then, again, the 
amount of cement to be produced would be 
less than the country’s requirements, and it 
would be undesirable that there should he 
any difference in the price of the imported 
and the home manufactured cement. 

Mr. LEMASS went on to say that owing to 
conditions in the market here British ex- 
porters were not interested. But recently 
continental ‘competition was apparently end- 
ing—evidently the Danish, stan and 
Belgian cement cartels had come to some 
understanding—and the price of continenta} 
cement had been tending upward. They 
might well get the situdtion where the price 
of Irish cement would be lower than the price 
of continental cement. 


A RAW MATERIAL 
Mr. DILLON said that he would like to 


remind the Minister that cement was a raw 
material in housing. An increased price in 
cement meant an increased rent fer labourers’ 
cottages and an increased cost of virtually 
every public work undertaken by the House. 
He asked the Minister to abolish the 5s. duty 
and do away with the whole system of 
licensing imports. : 

When the Minister did not reply, 

Mr. DILLON said that when Ministers de- 
clined to give any information or to give 
justification for their action in refusing to 
accept an amendment, a division would be 
chélicawed. When information was given 
juey had no desire to »,ress amendments.

COTTAGE-HOLDERS

PURCHASE SCHEME 
CRITICISED 


A-ha 


On the fifth stage of the Labourers Bill. 
1935, which proposes to set up machinery by 
which tenants of labourers cottages can be- 
come tenant purchasers, 

Mr. DILLON (U.I.0., Donegal) said that 
under the hill a tenant might go on paying 
annuities for thirty years, and then was he 
failed to pay one instalment his cottage could 
be taken from him by the local authority, 
without any credit being allowed for the in- 
stalments paid over those thirty vears. 

At the last election the people were told 
that Fianna Fail were going to transfer 
labourers’ cottages to the tenants in fee- 
simple. He agreed with the principle of in- 
creasing the number of small proprietors from 
the social point of view, but it was clear to 
him that, in most cases, the conveying of a 
iahourer’s cottage te the tenant would put on 
the tenant a very substantial burden. 
lustead of preparing a scheme for the 
approval of the House the Minister had 
introduced an enabling bill. and left it to 
the local authorities to implement the bill 
and make out their own schemes. He 
doubted if many labourers would buy their 
eottages because they would find the condi-

TO-MORROW 


The Times remarks in a leading article | 
to-dav : —The sessions of the League 
Council which opens at Geneva to-day ated 
of the Assembly which will follow next 
week are necessarily concerned with a good 
deal more than the winding up of the 
action taken by the League last October. 
By common consent the League has ;

The League’s assistance to the pre- 


meditated use of war has been unavailing, 
for reasons which have been discussed in 
every aspect, and are by this time 
thoroughly familiar. The member States 
to-day must consider the facts confronting 
them. The League as it stands—that is to 
say, certain common undertakings by the 
nations represented in it—has admittedly 
failed in its main purpose. It cannot. 
therefore, be content merely to register 
the failure and to hope for a better result 
next time. Next time the machinery 
would not even start. The present con- 
fusion is epitomised in the position of 
Italy. What is the status in the League 
of a member who has brought off a. success- 
ful breach of the Covenant? What claims 
under the Covenant and what functions 
in Council remain to such a member? 
Technically Italy retains her member- 
ship; substantially she is out of the 
League, already self-expelled. Thus the 
Geneva meetings have to do with the 
League of to-morrow rather than with the 
past. Reconstruction is not merely de- 
sirable: it is unavoidable. 

_ What lies before the League of Nations 
is no academic and no leisurely task. It 
or even mainly, accom- 
plished at Geneva. It is an enterprise, in 
the first instance, for practical diplomacy, 
and it 1s primarily the responsibility of | 
Britain and France. For them the ques- | 
tion is whether. and how, a concrete | 
political foundation can be given to the | 
League—whether and how. in plainer 
terms, France, Germany and Britain can 
be brought into a working partnership.

IA“ MINISTER for INDUSTRY and 
COMMERCE (Mr. Lemass), moving 
the second reading of the Bread (Regula- 
tion of Prices) Bill, 1936, in the Dail yes- 


terday, reviewed the position arising out’. 


of the findings of the Prices Commission 
in regard to the price of bread. The matter 
was referred to the Commission on May 17, 
1933. The Commission found in its report 
of August 4, 1935, that the wholesale and 
retail prices of both fancy and batch bread 
were in Many cases unreasonably high, 
and that the price charged for fancy bread 
sold retail in the beakers’ own shops was 
not excessive. ‘The Commission had also 
drawn attention to the fact that there was 
a difference between the prices charged for 
bread in diffreent areas, and they con- 
sidered that there was no justification for 
such differences. The Commission made a 
recommendation that the price of bread 
should be calculated by reference to the 
price of flour, and they set out in the 
report a scale of charges which they 
deemed reasonable, and which could not 
be justifiably exceeded. 

It was considered that the question was 
one of special urgency, Mr. Lemass said, 
and that a special bill should be brought 
forward. It was considered desirable that 
there should be on the Statute Book of the 
Dail an Act conferring powers to regulate 
the price of bread, which could be utilised 
whenever the occasion required it. This 
bill was merely an enabling bill. It pro- 
vided that the maximum price at which 
bread might be sold at any specified area 
might be fixed by Order. Different. prices 
might be fixed for different kinds of bread 
and for different methods of delivery. 


BAKERS’ FLOUR 

As flour was not only the main factor in 
the cost of the loaf, and was also subject 
to frequent variations in price, it was pro- 
posed, in making the Order, to relate the 
prices of the loaf to the prevailing pric 
of bakers’ flour. 

The services of the weights and measures 
inspectors would be availed of to ensure 
that orders made under the section would 
be observed. The detection of offences of 
over-charging would be in the hands of 


the Civic Guards, who would not, how- 


ever, be concerned with the weight of the 


bread. 


It was quite true that the situation. 


reported on by the Commission did not 
exist in all areas. In the city of Dublin 
the prices charged were in conformity with 
the price fixed by the Commission, having 
regard to the price of flour prevailing. In 
other areas, and particularly in the city 
of Cork, the price of bread was considered 
hy: the Commission to be unduly high, and 
consequently, if that situation was not 
changed by the time the bill became law, 
he would propose to make use of the 
powers conferred in order to fix the 
maximum price that would be justified by 
the existing circumstances 

The Master Bakers’ Association, the 
Minister added, had said that they had 
given the matter their closest attention, 
and were unable to devise a satisfactory 
system of preventing unnecessary over- 
lappitig .in distribution. This matter 
ought to be tackled hy them, because the 
intervention of the State.in a matter of 
that kind would be fraught with diffi- 
culties, and he doubted if it would lead 
to satisfactory results. 


CRITICISM 

Mr. MULCAHY (U.1.P.. North Dublin) 
said that the Minister had very carefully 
kept away from reference to what he 
thought the price of bread should be. 

Mr. DILLON (U.I.P., Donegal) said 
that he was anxious to know how the 
Minister was going to control the price 
the baker would charge the shopkeeper 
and the shopkeeper would charge the con- 
sumer. On what basis did the Minister 
imagine he could efiectively reduce the 
price of bread to the consumer in the City 
of Dublin and in the country, and at the 
same time collaborate with his colleagues 
in carrying out the wheat scheme? 

They had the extraordinary position 
that Joseph Rank, who had mills in Liver- 
pool and in Limerick, was getting 11s. 
more a sack for his flour from the Limerick 
mill than from that at Liverpool. 

Mr. Dillon went on to say that the in- 
creased price of bread resulted exclusively 
from the increased price of flour to the 
baker. He suggested that if the Minister 
took lls. a sack off the price of flour he 
could proverly urder a reduction of 14d. in 
the 4lb. loaf, while if he took 7s. 6d. off 
the sack of flour there could be a reduction 
of a penny in the price of the 4lb. loaf. 
In Dublin the people were to some extent 
themselves responsible for the high price 


of bread because of their practice of getting 


the baker’s van to call at their doors to 
deliver the bread. That practice did not 
obtain in cities like Paris or in America. 
There the housewife went out to the bread- 
shop in the morning and took home the 
bread she needed. 
He hoped the Minister would not place 
the administration of the Act in the hands 


of bureaucratic officials ; for if he did the 
consequences might be altogether too grave 


for a Jarge section of the community. 
Mr. DILLON: added that he did not see 

how it would be possible to contro] prices 

when the bill did not deal in fancy bread. 


MINISTER’S REPLY 
Concluding, the MINISTER said that 


difficulties of a legal character delayed the 


introduction of legislation, but generally 
speaking there was no unreasonable delay 
in acting on the report of the Commission.

A STRIKE committee has been appointed 
by the Association of Milk Pro. 
ducers supplying the Dublin metropolitan 
area for the purpose of making arrange. 
ments in connection with the proposal to 
stop milk supplies to Dublin. 

Association met 
privately at the Wicklow Hotel, Dublin, 
yesterday, and subsequently the Chairman 
(Mr. C, M. Byrne, Wicklow) told reporters 
that they had received prices from some 
of the distributors which virtually met 
their demands. The Association, however, 
has decided not to settle with individual 
distributors, as their experience of such 
procedure in the past had not been success- 
ful. They now will come to a settlement 
only with an organisation representative 
of the distributors. 

The Association, said Mr. Byrne, are 
quite willing to meet representatives of the 
distributors’ organisation on next Monday. 
In the meantime they are perfecting their 
arrangements for a ‘‘strike,’’ and it was 
only a matter of courtesy that compelled 
them to seck negotiation with the dis- 
tributors. 


ATTEMPTS 
INTIMIDATION 


Mr. Byrne also said that reports of 
attempts at intimidation had been re- 
ceived by the Association. It was stated 
that. some distributors had informed 
members of the Association that, if they 
pressed their demands,- no more milk 
would be taken from them. whether a 
settlement was reached or not, and that 
the lorries sent by the distributors to 
collect the milk would be taken off certain 
areas. The producers’ Association were 
investigating these allegations, and would 
take suitable steps if it was discovered 
they had foundation. 

Mr. Byrne said that their association, 
which controlled about 20,000 gallons of 
milk daily, is to meet the Dublin Cow- 
keepers’ Association.

the sure and only road to their complete 
sovereign independence 

‘Tt is plain to me that once toleration, 
patience and foresight are cast aside, and 
the execution of just and strong moral 
action replaced by coercion and panicky 
action, applied in direct antagonism to 
a great and truthful ideal of the people, 
the splendid unified strength derived by 
the Irish people from the fostering of 
that great idea] is destroyed. 

“ All honour and praise to the 
sufficient industrial and agricultural 
schemes of your Ministerial Departments. 
Greater honour and praise is due to the 
people, especially the agriculturalists, who 
have well and nobly stood the test of 
penal outside sanctions and pressure, and 
who can always be relied upon to rally to 
the national advance. 


TO REMAIN IN THE DAIL 
- Questioned as to his future line of 
action, Mr. Hales said that he would con- 
tinue to sit during the lifetime of the 
present Dail as an. Independent Repub- 
lican member, and afterwards he would 


-not be afraid to submit his action to the 


critical test of an election. 

Mr, Hales was associated with the Irish 
Volunteer movement from its inception. 
He was a delegate at the fateful Volun- 
teer National Convention in the Abbey 
Theatre in 1915, and was among the 
majority who then voted for the election 
of the then National Executive. which 
included all the 1916 leaders who were 
executed after 1916. 

He helped to reorganise the Volunteers 
in Cork, and in January, 1919, was 
elected first Brigade Commander of Cork 
Third Brigade, I.R.A., with which he saw 
active service until July, 1920, when he 
was captured at Laragh, Bandon, by the 
British forces. Following his arrest, he 
was sentenced to two years’ imprisonment, 
which he served in Pentonville and Ports- 
mouth, being released at Christmas, 1921, 
in the general amnesty. 

He resumed his old rank during the 
civil war period, when he was arrested 
in November, 1922, and detained in Cork 
Prison and [larepark until Christmas, 
1924. 

He was elected for West Cork in 1933. 
He was the only member of the Govern- 
ment Patty who voted against: sanctions 
against Italv im the Dail last winter.

CHILD TRAVELS 9,000 
MILES FOR OPERATION

Surgeons at the Temple University 
Clinic, Philadelphia, in seven minutes to- 
day performed an operation on three years 
old Kelvin Rodgers for which he had 
come nine thousand miles from Mel- 
bourne. They removed from his right 
lung a nail three inches long, which he 
had swallowed eighteen months ago. 

A. fluoroscope was used to “ see ” into 
the lung and a bronchoscope to extract 
the nail. The bronchoscope is an instru. 
ment invented by Dr. Chevalier Jackson, 
of Temple University, for removing foreign 
bodies from the lungs and larynx. 

Because of the nature of the operation 
only a local ansesthetic could be used, but 
the child suffered no pain and stood the 
operation well. 

The boy was accompanied by his 
mother, wife of a mechanic in Melbourne. 
They travelled in a cargo steamer. The 
expres of their journey are being borne 
by a Melbourne philanthropist, the sur- 
geon is giving his services free, and the 
American Y.W.C.A. has offered to take 
care of the boy and his mother so long as 
they are in the United States. 

Although the child had suffered no dis- 
comfort from the nail and was in robust 
health, it was deemed necessary to remove 
the nail lest it produced serious trouble 
when he was older,

and Co., air consultant engineers, of 
London, whose services were requisitioned 
some time ago to report on the possibilities 
of Cork Harbour as an aeroplane and sea- 
plane base for Western Europe traffic. 
The citizens concerned are members of 
the Cork Harbour Board and of the sub- 
committee appointed by that body in con- 
junction with the Cork Corporation, Cork 
County Council and Cove Urban Opuncil, 
and. although no official intimation is 
available, I understand that the persons 
concerned have decided to put the experts’ 
report into immediate effect. 


THE FAVOURED SITES 


This report favours “Site No. 1” as an 
air base, and also favours Area “ A” as 
a lund aerodrome. 

[ understand that the symbols “No. 1’”’ 
and ‘‘A’’ refer respectively to Rush- 
brooke Dockyard area and to a site some 
2,500 yards east of Midleton, which is in 
a direct line with that town and the 
Munster capital. 

The decision of the people concerned has, 
1 understand, further. been influenced 
largely by the fact that Cork Harbour is 
the first European port of call of many of 
the Transatlantic shipping services, and 
is, therefore, an ideal site for the 
establishment .of an aerial connecting 
service with Britain and the Continent, 
especially as regards mails, which can be 
transported from Cork to London and from 
Cork to Berlin with a saving of as much 
as one and three days respectively.

STATE TRADING 


The intrusion of the State into trading 
enterprise must be viewed with alarm by all 
those who made their livmg by means of 
trade. There was a big increase in the num- 
ber of civil servants. They did not know how 
much of that increase was due to the exten- 
sion of State trading. They had had no in. 
formation of the results of that trading cal- 
culated, as they would be by a commercial 
Concern. A State trading enterprise: whose 
losses were paid the taxpayers

. could obviously compete unfairly with the in- 


dividual trader, who must pay for his own 
losses, and also pay through taxation for the 
losses of his State-aided competitor. 

They welcomed the appointment of a Com- 
mission to consider the reconstitution of a 
Second Chamber. They hoped that President 
de Valera’s adherence to the idea of perfec 
tion would not prevent him from accepting a 
Jess ambitious reality. They would like to 
see a Second Chamber free from party 
politics. They fully realised the difficulties 
in the way of constituting such a Chamber, 
but it was their considered opinion that a 
Second Chamber of some form or another was 
absolutely essential in order that legislation 
might receive the consideration necessary for 
the protection of the interests of the com- 
mercial community. 

Modern legislation affected the commercial 
ccmmunity so directly that the absence of a 
Second Chamber before which the commercial 
community could place its views would, they 
feared, tend to diminish that feeling of con- 
fidence without which industrial and com- 
mercial development was impossible.

It was obvious, he said, that the Chambers 
of Commerce must, in ordér to meet those 
conditions, become lively clearing centres for 
the latest information on Government 
activities, During the period. which he 
hoped wonld be short, while they had no 
Second Chamber, their Chambers must be 
prepared to act with great prompti- 
tude. Jt would not be ssufficient to 
assimilate the details of legislation 
while it was passing through the Dail. 
and then to prepare for action. Without a 
Second Chamber there would be no oppor- 
tunity for further amendment. Bills would 
have to be studied intensively immediately 
they were published. Only a few days 
were available between the second reading 
and the Committee stage for the tabling 
of amendments. That aspect of the 
immediate future would have to receive the 
attention of their Executive Committee. But 
the Chambers themselves would be able to 
give great assistance if they would all arrange 
to have the Dail Bills sent to them when 
published, and place them immediately 
before either their Councils or special com 
mittees.

Two facts had, 
however, emerged: They could not get an 
ideal Second Chamber any more than they 
could get an ideal Dail. Any Second 
Chamber, with powers to delay legislation, 
was better than none. 


THE SENATE 


After referring to the “ imperfections and 
weakness ” of the Senate, Mr. Horgan said 
that the Senate had been condemned because 
it had passed the Public Safety Act, and had 
held up the Oath Bill and the Uniforms Bill. 
The present Government knew that the 
eountry could not be governed without the 
Public Safety Act, and any new Constitu- 
tion would, he added, contain powers more 
drastic. 

In so far as the Oath Bill was concerned. 
the delay in passing it into operation had 
enabled relations between Ireland and her 
neighbours to stabilise, and prevent what 
might have been a dangerous situation. 

The Uniforms Act had never been re- 
enacted, and if it had been passed certain 
people would have been made martyrs, and 
an organisation which would have been no 
good to the country would have been fos 
tered and encouraged. 

Seconding; Mr. E. O’Mahony said that a 
Second Chamber should have the powers of 
a constitutional monarch, and the members 
should not he paid salaries.. If necessary 
they could be given third class: travelling 
expenses, It was a tragedy, he said, in 
this country that the Church had not a 
right to make itself heard in the législation 
until that legislation had been passed. 

On the motion of the President, seconded

tion was adopted :— 

“That this Association of Chambers of

The’ Lord Mayor said that he was sorry 
that there would be no commercial members 
on the new Corporation, and he’ extended

the fact that only about 50 per cent. had 
polled in the County Council elections, he 
said that, as business men had no direct 
representation, they should certainly record 
their votes in their residential areas, He 
believed that he had the support of all 
groups contesting the election when he ap- 
pealed for a poll of 80 or 90 per cent. on 
next Tuesday. 

After deploring the fact that the election 
should be used for political purposes, the Lord 
Mayor expressed the hope that the delibera- 
tions of the association would be beneficial to 
the whole country, ‘‘ We look forward,’’ he 
added, “to the days when all people will 
share in the prosperity we have been promised 
for such a long time.”’

RECOGNITION OF ITALY'S 
CONOUEST OPPOSED

The signatures of a number -of distinguished 
citizens of the Irish Free State are attached 
to a letter which has been sent to Mr. de 
Valera, President of the Executive Council, 
expressing deep concerti about the failure of 
the members of the League of Nations to pre 
vent the Italian conquest of Abyssinia, and 
the set-back resmiting therefrom to all prin- 
ciples of justice and freedom. 

““In our opinion,” the letter proceéds 
“the withdrawal of sanctions against Italy, 
even should that be decided on at Geneva, 
should not be followed by recognition of the 
Italian conquest or by any change in the 
Covenant of the League of Nations nee to 
diminish its provisions for a system of collec 
tive security. 

“The League cannot be abandoned solely 
on account of this grievous set-back, because, 
in the first place, the world-wide organised 
movement to establish international law and 
order, with its beginnings far back in the last 
century, will continue in spite of any set- 
back, and, secondly, because there is no alter- 
native to the League system of internationa: 
co-operation for peace and justice, other than 
such alternatives as the balance of power. 
which have manifestly failed to prevent wars 
in the. past. 

‘‘Certain schemes of reorganisation of the 
League now being suggested would turn i 
either into a mere meeting place for discus 
sion, having no authority, or else into an 
alliance of Great Powers—an instrument ol 
domination rather than of justice. It is im 
the interest of the smaller nations and in the 


courses being taken. 

“We believe that the efforts of the Go 
vernment should be directed to preserving 
what has been gained for Internationalism, 
and that the League should he strengthened 
by making better and more definite arrange- 
ments than have been made up to the present 
for carrying out all obligations under the 
Covenant, in particular those regarding the 
organisation of collective security and reyi- 
sion of treaties.”’

HE speech of Mr. Sean MacEntee 


in (Minister for Finance), at a meeting 
in support of the Fianna Fail candi- 
dates in the Dublin Corporation election, at 
Rathmines Town Hall last night, was 
punctuated with references to the teachings 
of Wolfe Tone. .

BELFAST APPEAL

ORD JUSTICE BEST, in the King’s 
& Bench, Belfast, to-dav, disallowed the 
appeal brought by Constable J. J 
Harrison, Rosevale street, Belfast, against the 
decision of the Acting Recorder (Mr, M. D. 
Begley, K.C.) in dismissing his claim for 

compensation for personal injuries. 
The appellant,*who had originally claimed 


£1,000 damages, increased bis claim by 
notice to £3,000 for personal injuries, which, 


| he, alleged, were sustained on March COth 


last at Summer street, Belfast, when he was 
fired at and wounded by one of three men 
who accosted him as he was cycling along the 
thoroughfare. 

The Belfast Corporation, who were the 
respondents, said in effect that the shooting 
was either benevolent or accidental, and that 
the Acting Recorder was right in refusing the 
claim. 

Lord Justice Best said the applicant made 
conflicting statements about the shooting, and 
he found it impossible to reconcile them, and 
to hold that he was shot in the circumstances 


alleged. 


REPUTATION OF 
CONSTABULARY 


‘I hope,” said the Judge, “that for the 
high reputation of the Constabulary what 
applicant did on the evening of the shooting 
is not a common occurrence. Without money 
he went to a public-house with a man and had 
drinks which were not paid íor at the time. 
I fail to see how a constable who does that 
can do his duty effectively and impartially.’’ 

Iu dismissing the appeal, Lord Justice Best 
said that for the applicant there was evidence 
and there were conflicting statements which 
he found it impossible to reconcile about three 
men having taken part in that affair. 

On the other side, rhere was clear and dis- 
tinct evidence which indicated that; however 
the injury to the applicant might have been 
caused, its author, or authors, were not three 
men.

PEIPING, Thursday. 

The British Consular Court which is" 
inquiring into the Japanese allegations 
against British soldiers—Herbert 
Cooke Ralph Hunt—in connection 
with death of Kisaku Sasaki, a 
Japanese officer, resumed its hearing here 
to-day. 

The Court met in the morning, but had 
to be adjourned owing to an apparent 
boycott on the part of the Japanese, who, 
it is understood, were not satisfied with 
the methods of the Court. The Japanese 
attended when the Court resumed this 
afternoon. 

A Korean barmaid identified Cooke, who, 
she alleged, entered her bar with Hunt and 
struck a Japanese customer named Onishi 
on the head. 

The Japanese allege that the death of 
Sasaki was the culmination of a series of 
assaults committed by Cooke and Hunt on 
the night of May 26th. On the strength 
of the evidence produced at this Court 
depends whether any charges of man- 
slaughter or causing bodily harm will be 
formulated.

WELSH UNION FINANCES 


The Welsh Rugby Union balance sheet for 
last profit of £6,715 from 
the New Zealanders’ matches in Wales. The 
total receipts from the eight games played in 
Wales bv the All Blacks amounted to £15,896.

Open Champion Six Behind : Cox 
in the Lead at Hoylake 


wHOYLAKE, Thursday. 


N the Royel Liverpool course here to- 

0 day crowds in gay summer attire 
surged in the wake of the “stars” 

anticipating brilliant play in the first round 
of the Open championship. ; 
Gene Sarazen, Henry Cotton, Alfred 
Padgham and Alfred Perry (the holder) had 
their failures, and W. J. Cox, of Wimbledon 
Park, the 16st. Ryder Cup player, finished 
as leader with 70, 
It was one of the most commonplace open- 
ing days in the history of the event, the most 
prominent contenders jockeying for position in 
the race for the world’s greatest yolfing 
honour. 


COX OPENS WITH A 6 


Cox's round, which few expected would be 
good enough to retain first place, began with 
an “incident ” which might well have upset 
& more temperamental player. As he was 
about to play his second stroke to the first 
hole a spectator walked across his line. Cox 
was put off the shot, and the ball flew over a 
ditch and out of bounds. Thus he began in 
almost disastrous fashion with a 6. He, how 
ever, recovered one of the lost strokes in 
brilhant stvle at the third, laying his mashie 
dead for a “birdie” 3. He was out in 36, 
with a missed putt at the eighth. His tee 
shot to the difficult short eleventh did not 
reach the green, but from that point he 
wlayed magnificently, holding the remaining 
seven in 26. with a ‘‘ birdie’’ 3 at the seven- 
teenth, where he holed from six yards. 


FORMER IRISH CHAMPION 
IN BRILLIANT FORM . 


Early in the day Sarazen gave an exhibition 
of the American art of rolling two strokes 
into one, but a poor finish prevented him 
from breaking 70 after he had done the first 
nine in 35. He had only fourteen putts on 
the outward half.. At two holes he was not 
on the course, but in each case he obtained 
the par figure. His only costly hole was the 
ninth. where he was bunkered from his drive. 
He went on to get par figures coming home. 
until he drove into the rough at the fou 
teenth. A 6 at the sixteenth, where he was in 
the-ditch with a cut drive, and the taking of 
three putts, spoiled his chances of beating 
fours 

In contrast to Sarazen’s round, Cotton was 
unattended by luck on the greens. I'rom tee 
to green his golf was flawless. but all the 
way round he tried in vain to hole his long 


putts, and on two greens (the third and 
tenth) he needed three. 
James Adams (Romford), Scottish inter 


national and Irish professtonal champion of 


1933. who won the Scottish Open ‘Tourna 
ment last week, again showed brilliant form 
for a round of 71. which gave him second 
place. 


The surprise of the day was the compara- 
tive failure of Alfred Perry. who continued 
to display the unimpressive form which had 
charactertsed his qualifying rounds. Strug 
gling for his figures all the way he handed in 
a card of 76. 

The honour of being the leading amateur 
was gained by Jolin McLean, British Walker 
Cup player, whose 72 included nine single 
putts.: He was not always sound through 
the green, but found his putting touch, and 
an ‘‘eagle’’ 3 at the eighth, where he holed 
a chip from forty yards, laid the foundation 
of his fine score.
